Czech Bishops 
Hold Out Peace 


PRAGUE, Czecho-Slovakia (/P) 
—Czecho-Slovakia’s Roman Cath- 
olic bishops have offered to nego- 
tiate anew with the Communist

cord—but only if all present re- 
strictions against religious free- 
dom are removed, it was disclosed 
today. 

The offer was made in a memo- 
randum adopted by the Council of 
Bishops in a meeting August 14 
at Trnava, Slovakia, and recently 
submitted to the government. 
Copies were released to the west- 
ern press today and the memo- 
randum was broadcast by the 
Vatican radio. 

The new development came as 
church authorities charged 
government with new restrictions 
against bishops and priests. The 
authorities said priests who have 
been fined by the government have 
been forbidden to disclose this in- 
formation to their congregations. 

The bishops listed a long series 
of complaints charging infringe- 
ments by the government on 
church freedom, persecution of 
priests and confiscation of church 
property. Many of these com- 
plaints were started in sharp lan- 
guage. 


Approve Arms Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) Two 
Senate committees today jointly 
stamped formal approval on a 
$1,314,010,000 plan for rearming 
friendly nations against Commu- 
nism.
